A Lively Skirmish by Movonlight—Th 
British Victorious : 


ALETANDRIA, August 29. 

Those efloat in the harbor to-day 
witnessed the unusual sight of keel- 
hauliog three of Arabi’s sailors on 
board the Egyptian frigate Sonda, for 
murder. They first flowyed thera, then 
tied them to à rope and hauled them 
up to the port yard arm, then dropped 
them into the sea, dragued them un- 
der the keel and heuled them up to 
age yard arm. They soon

General Wolseley telegraphs from 
Kassassin lock: Major Geveral Gra- 
ham, commanding this post, was at- 
tacked yesterday evening by about 12 
uuns aod eight battalions, Our men 
behaved extremely well and inflicted a 
-evere loss’ upon the enemy. Arabi 
Pasha was on the field during the 
notion. The cavalry charged by moon- 
light, but were unable to secure the 
rebel guns, which the enemy withdrew 
during the night. They left, however, 
all their ammunition. 

IsuALIA, August 29. 

When morniag came great excite- 
ment prevailed in our camp at Kas- 
sas-in, in consequence of the Egyp- 
tians showing themselves ia considera- 
ble force in various directions. At 10 
o'clock 4,000 Bedouins appeared on 
the right and front, extending two 
miles, but on the guns opening fire on 
them they retired. About 4 o'clock 
their infantry advanced in open order 
upon our left, bringing up several 
guns, which they placed at short dis 
tances from one another, and present- 
iy showed several pieces of artillery 
on our right. Our guns opened fire 
and our men turned out to face the at- 
tack. The fight now waxed warm, 
and during tbe whole afternoon the 
gallant little garrison made a good de 
fense. Meanwhiie the cavalry, which 
was five miles in the rear, and which 
had been twice signalled by General 
Graham to support bim, advanced 
almost to our position without encoun- 
tering the enemy. By 7 r. u. the 
whole force had set out to succor the 
troops at Kassassin. 

The march had to be made can- 
tiously. The moon was rising and 
showed the little army of horsemen to 
-trange advantage as they passed over 
the ground io single file, Colonel 
Stewart, who directed the course of 
the brigade, disposed the men so ex- 
cellently that he was enabled to pilot 
them direct to the poiot of contact 
vithout coming under fire of the guns 
then shelling the Kassassin camp. 
Colonel Russell brought his men over 
four miles of heavy ground, so that 
hy nine o'clock, when they silently 
halted and formed line, they found 
themselves so close to the Egyptians 
chat the shells went over their heads 
in quick succession, landing nearly 
half a mile in their rear. 

Colonel Russell dismounted the cav- 
4lry and ordered them to open a sharp 
musketry fire, but they found the ene- 
my closer than they had anticipated, 
Then Major General Lowe dashed up 
and gave the words of command to 
mount and charge. The words had 
ecarcely been uttered when they obeyed 
the order, and swept on with drawn 
sabers. Iu a few moments the horse— 
men charged and mingled with the 
Egyptians and cut them up seriously. 
A general rout ensued, Arabi's artil- 
lery getting the guus away, while the 
infantry fell into a disordered mass 
upon the banks of the canal. A few 
dashed into the water to save them- 
selves. 

Itis hard to imagine a more com- 

lete success than was now seen. The 
bravery of the cavalry in thus charging 
a blind position, the streugth of which 
it was Impossible to tell, rendered the 
enemy almost paoic stricken. Once 
more the enemy fell back rapidly. 
Nor was this to be wondered at when 
the race between the various regiments 
of Euglish cavairy is considered, 

In this way our position at Kassassin 
was relieved, For the sake of fairness 
it should be remembered that the men 
who took part in tbis gallant achieve- 
ment worked for nearly 24 hours on 
empty stomachs, but never dreamed of 
grumbling. The horses have been 
without food for the same length of 
time. 

The British cavalry charged straight 
at the guns, sabering the gunners as 
they passed and cutting down the fly- 
ing iofantry beyond them. The 
tians came on with great bravery, 
and io spite of the heavy fire of our 
men were rapidly gaining ground and 
would soon have rushed upon our en- 
trenchments. But the roar of our 
guns on the left, followed by the rush 
of our cavalry, proved tov much for 
them, and from that moment they 
thought only of flight.

Kewanee, III., August 29,

detectives claim they have pleaty of 
evidence to sustain the charge.

Two Bundred Miles of Country that 
Has Much te Interest the Tourist 
and Prospector. 

Business on the Carson & Colorado 
railroad is increasing and the property 
is already making fair returns, but 
nothing like what it will do next yer, 
when the Bodie connection is made 
and the main trunk line reaches the 
Arizona border. It will undoubtedly 
become a great commercial thorough- 
fare, and Reno will reap much benefit 
from it. The track is now laid toa 
point 22 miles south of Candelaria, 
from which latter place to Muund 
House the distance is 158 miles, The 
road is remarkably well built, and the 
cars are so easy and steady to ride in 


that a person can comfortably and 
agfeeably read fine print without diffi- 
culty. Two railroad men from St 
Louis, who rode over the C. & C. last 
week, pronounced it ove of the stead- 
iset roads . ever saw, and were 
much surprised at the spend attained. 
From Mound Houses for a distance of 
30 miles eouth, the Fad runs through 
a lovely country, well wooded and 
watered, and aboundiny in everything 
that makes nature attractive. Though 
further oo the landscape may seem 
monotonous to some, the views are 
really full of interest to one who loves 
to study the peeuliaticies of the earth's 
surface disturbances, For about 100 
miles the road skirts or is in near sight 
of a vast mineral belt which has hardly 
been touched by the prospector, where 
mauy good mines will undoubtedly be 
found. At various points along the 
belt there are numerous small plante 
for grinding quartz, operated by meu 
who are sati-tied to get a fair return 
for moderate labor. This is one o. 
the mst promising mineral regions on 
the coast, and will one day become a 
busy mining section. Though hilly, 
the country is easily accessible and 
fairly wooded and watered. 

A short time ago grading on the 
Bodie and Benton railway was stopped 
en route to Benton. The company 
will build the road from Benton junc 
tion, instéad of from Mono lake and, 
by so doing, its rolling stock, rails, 
etc., can all be received by rail, mak- 
ing a great saving in time and money. 
The surveyors of the company are iv 
the field locating the route from Ben- 
ton to Bodie, and as soon as the route 
is selected grading will be commenced 
and the road pushed to an early com- 
pletion.
